LL MAfiracles and Wonders, that were 
outwardly wrought by the Power of 
God, before the Law, under the Lay, 
fince the Law, by the Hand of A2o/es and 
Aaron, the Prophets , Chriſt and his A. 
poſtles, were in themſelves Signs, generally 
ſhewed before Unbelieving, Hard-hearted, 
Adulterous, Untoward Generations ; and 
we read not of very many in the holy 
Scriptures , that were converted by the 
Working of outward Miracles; Pharast 
and the e-Egyptiavs were hardened; the 
Tſraelites themſelves, after they had ſeen and 
partook of wonderful Deliverances and 
Mighty Miracles wrought before their Facc 
as, the coins throuf#h the Sea on Dry Lani, 
and their Exemies deſtroyed in the ſame , tit 
Pillar of Clond by Day, and the Pillar of Fir 
s by Night ;, the Manna and Quailes from Hea 
wen; the Water out of a Rock , and alſo arut 
of the Spiritual Reck, which followed them 
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yet an Unbelieving, Ignorant, Diſobedie nt, 
Rebellious, Murmuring Heart got up in 
them, ſo that they diſcerned not the Power 
by which they were wrought, nor the End 
wherefore, beins ignorant of both ; neither 
did they truly -regard the Inſtruments by 
whom they were wrought, their Wills:and 
Luſts remained ſtrong, their Hearts foul and 
groſs, their Ears dull of Hearing, and- their 
Eyes ſo weak, and their Underſtandings fo 
darkened, that they could not look upon, nor 
behold the Glory of that Miniſtration, though 
it was but of Augels; nor abide and endure 
the Voice of God in giving foith the Law, 
for the Condemnation of the Tranſgreſfor
